Tbe crop growing season is drawing to 
a close, yet it is pleasing to note that the 
correspondents continue to send in their 
cheerful reports with interest unabated. 
That they should be faithful In forward 
ing them, and jubilant over the rich 
harvests the farmers have already reaped 
and the abundant crops which they arc 
now bousing, is not surprising when it ii 
remembered how bountifully the ele 
ments of weather have contributed to 
ward the suecesa of the season's work on 
the farm. Better than all the fertilisers 
that can be produced is a continued 
spell of warm weather that is interrupted 
at almost regular Intervals by the 
currence of favorable showers. 

This has been the character of the 
weather during the past week, showers 
temporarily suspending the wi 
shine that prevailed during the days. 
Although almost every county, with 
possibly a few exceptions, received 
rainfall, tbe distribution was by no means 
uniform. Heavy showers occurred 
the extreme Western counties and also 
numerous counties scattered throughout 
other portions of the state. On the other 
band, in some counties the amount of 
rainfall received was very light, and 
being proportionate to the requirements 
of these respective localities, there 
some complaint of drouth. Even in 
Fayette county and other portions of the 
Bluegrass region stock water is scarce 
and pastures are drying up. 

On the whole, however, the crop con 
ditions are generally favorable, and even 
in those counties or sections where little 
or no rain was experienced during 
week, the warm, dry weather had the 
effect of hastening tbe crops toward 
maturity, aud the winding up of the 
season s business in tbe garden. 

The early corn crop is now made be 
yond all fear of effects from too previous 
frost, or from possible drouth. Cuttii 
is in progress in many sections, and tbe 
crop is an exceptionally good on 
is in generally fair conditio 
needing rain in some localities. 

Although there may still be seen sorne 
green fields of tobacco, yet in most parts 
of tbe Btate cutting is in progrei 
considerable quantity has already been 
housed. Generally speaking, it is 
ported in good condition, but there is 
still much complaint of damage by 
ns. Their ravages, however, are 
diminishing, as compared with last 
week's report, and it is thought probable 
that they will entirely cease during the 
next week or ten days. 

Clover is in generally good condition, 
although there is complaint of it being 
choked by weeds. 

Pastures arc in excellent shape gener 
illy, and have been greatly improved in 
those sections where drouth bad pre- 
vailed. 

Sorghum is being made up aud is 
good yield 

Melons are so abundant that acres of 
them are being fed to stock. 

Cabbage is rotting in some localities 
that have experienced rainfall too fre 
quently during tbe season. 

Winter apples are ripening pre 
maturely.

If they can 
quibble a little more it will not be long 
until they make the expeaditures of the 
Government stay within the receipts. 
It is a novel way to ran a government, 
but. still, not more surprising than hun- 
dreds of other things done by and with 
the authority of the present Administra- 
tion.

OAI88ON EXPLODES. 



Louisville, Ky., Sept 12.— A horri- 
ble accident, resulting In the death of 
seven and the wounding of several 
members of the Louisville Leg-ion, oc- 
curred Shortly after 6:30 Wednesday 
morning, by the explosion of a caisson. 

The dead are Corporal A. L. Robin- 
son, Artilleryman Charles Biechner, 
Artilleryman Charles Woods, Artillery- 
man Archibald McBride and William 
Adams, colored driver. 

The wounded: Fred Cohn, eyes and 
face badly burnedi William Llobbs. 

All the men excepting the colored 
driver were members of Battery A, of 
the Kentucky national guard, and all 
resided in Louisville. 

The accident occurred on Broadway, 
between Third and Fourth streets, 
where the First Kentucky artillery 
were stationed for the purpose of fir- 
ing the morning salute. 

Eye witnesses to the shocking acci- 
dent say that the explosion waa caused 
by dropping the case on the friction 
primer of the piece. The gun was 
situated directly In the center of 
the street, pointing toward Fourth 
avenue- 
Two of the bodies were blown over 
the housetops and were horribly man- 
gled. The wounded have been re- 
moved to the hospitals, Two horses 
attached to the cannon were so horri- 
bly mangled that they will be killed. 

Three of the men lost arms and legs. 
All of the clothing was torn from their 
bodies. One of the bodies was found 
lying between the street car tracks at 
Fourth and Broadway, another by the 
side of a tree bos in front of W. C. Hall's 
house, at 310 West Broadway, and still 
another wae found by the side of a tel- 
egraph pole, 20 feat from the corner of 
Fourth and Broadway. One was hurled 
through a tree in George. D. Easton's 
yard and fell through the branches, 
striking the iron fence and crushing it 
with the force. 

An unknown Negro who was passing 
opposite the cannon at the time, was 
hurled through the air by the explo- 
sion to the top of a house, where be 
struck with full force against the 
stone, liis leg was broken by the 
fall. 

As soon as the accident occurred the 
city ambulance wae called and the 
wounded men taken to the Norton in- 
firmary, where their injuries were at- 
tended to. It is feared that Fred Cohn 
will die. The whole left side of his 
face was blown off. Even if he should 
recover he will be blind and horribly 
disfigured. Hobbs was burned about 
the face and bruised.

WARiiixaros, Sept 12.— Shortly be- 
fore i o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
Assslstant Treasurer Jordan at New 
York telegraphed the treasury depart- 
ment that the syndicate had deposited 
•S3, 000, 000 in gold coin in exchange for 
crreenbacks. Prior to this a telegram 
announced that 91,100,000 had been 
withdrawn for export to Europe. 
With withdrawals and deposits ac- 
counted for the true treasury gold re- 
serve at the close of business Wednes- 
day stood at 807,270.003.
